Bio Sandy Railroad.— We congratu* 
late the people of the counties through 
which this road is projected, on being able 
to announce authoritatively, that an ar- 
rangement has been effect^ by which the 
completion of the road seems to be secur- 
ed almost beyond a douot.

tlemen on being able successfully to carry 
out the agreement is based on the expecta-

There are unmistakable evidences of dis- 
solution in the Republican party. The 
failure of inipcachVncnt was a serious blow 
to tlfeir hojies The Senators who voted 
to acquit have drawn off with them a large 
part of their forces and arrayed with them 
a large public sentiment, recoiling from 
the extreme measures to which the party
